AMNESTY. 

li is settied, judging from a vote in the 
House to-day, that there will be no general 
ampesty granted at this session. This 
afterneon Stokes, of Tennessee, who has 
been regarded as one of the most 
radical members, created some astouishment 
by submitting for immediate vote a bill re- 
moving the political disabilities of every per- 
eon disfranchised by the third section of the 
fourteenth amendment, and at the same time 
abolishing the ironclad oath. So far from 
the measure getting the two-thirds vote re- 
quired to pass it, it did not get a majority 
even, only about half a dozen Republican 
members voting with the Democrats, and 
making 59 for to 111 agaimst. All that will 
now probably be done in the amnesty line is 
the paseage of the Senate bi!l contaiming six 
Ubousand pames. 

THE NATURALIZATION QUESTION 
turned up again in the House to-day, in an 
emasculated shape, and, after a struggic, a 
modified bill was passed by a party vote. 
The new measure leaves the system of nata- 
ralization just where it now is, in the Stats 
courts, but confers jurisdiction om the Fed 
eral courts to punish all frauds. The term 
required for a residence preceding naturaiiza- 
tion is not changed. The odions features o' 
the bill pending last week are omitted. 

THE CUBAN LOBBY. 

There are no new developments of the 
Cuban lebby business. The House Judiciary 
Committee discussed to day whether they 
would let Gen. Batler make a report, but did 
not decide. In the meantime, Butler has 
been summoned before the special committee 
to investigate the sources of the New York 
Post correspondent's information, and to tell 
ali he knows himeeif about the Cuban lobby.

Out West. 

The West, at least Nebraska, is not the 
paradise it bas been painted, if we may 
rely on the statements of Mr. Streraun M. 
Sioean,one of Her Majesty's subjects 
who wentout there, not long ago, and now 
asks his countrymen to hear him. He 
commences his narrative by recounting 
the ravages of a storm that blew down the 
houses in Fremont, Omaha, Schuyler and 
other places. The old citizens declare 
that the like of that storm had never been 
seen in Nebraska, bat Mr. SLogan docsn’t 
believe them, because “they have furious 
winds every week.” The land is good, 
but lumber costs from $35 to $75 a thon- 
sand; coal $17 per ton, and everything else 
at least double what it can be bought tor 
im Canada. House-rent in Fremont is 
vastly higher than in Toronto or Ojtawa. 
He was offered an elegant brick house 
last fall in Ottawa for #16 a month. 
Now he pays $20 for a wretched cabin. 
Mr. Stecas continues in trumpet-tones: 
“Yesterday I was conversing with a per- 
son who bas come bere trom London, 
Ontario, and be told me that several farm- 
ers in tbat quarter are thinking of selling 
out and coming here. Very well. It they 
have mortgaged their tarma, let them 
come. But | would say this: a farmer 
who can't ive in Canada will be a poor 
fellow here. He will get good land, but 
the summers are tuo dry to give good 
crops. He will have hardships he little 
dreams of. A good team of horses will 
cost him $300 at least; wagon, $120; house, 
I don't know how much; and everything 
else will make his cheeks pale when he 
hears the price. Taxes are enormous. 
He wiil be out on the wild prairie, far off 
from neighbors; and in winter will have 


a dreary time of it; no school near 
him: no church. It he wants 
to turn  beathen, if he wants 


to sce his children heathens, let him come. 
To me, at least, the desolation of these 
prairies is awfully oppressive. He will 
have the pleasure of selling his wheat at 
thirty cents per bushel. That is what it 
is going at now in Nebraska. No class of 
farmers in Canada are to be pitied as 
these poor Nebraska fellows are to-day, I 
bave heard of money here bringing from 
80 to 50 percent. I write this because I 
know that men who have come out West, 
like myself, to better themselves, seldom 
send the truth home to their friends. I 
am not ashamed to speak the truth, even 
should I be laughed at for coming here. 
There is no Sunday here. Stores are open 
as usual,and every man thinks of just one 
thing, namely: how to get rich as soon as 
possible. Canada, with all her faults, is 
the country jor me. Nature has done 
much for us out here, but that is all I can 
say. No doubt this is destined to become 
& five agricultural country in time; but 
the scarcity of fuel, house and fence tim- 
ber, the high price of provisions, clothes 
and agricultural implements, and the 
grossly irreligious lives of the great mass 
of the people, not to mention the dirty 
slough of politics and the unbounded pro- 
ductiveness of speculative lying, render it 
& mostjundesirable country to live in—at 
least for Christian people. Still, if Cana- 
dians will come; if they are sick of the 
old flag; if they are prepared to hear 
that flag insulted every day, let them 
come; let them exchange their comfort- 
able houses for filmsy shells of pine boards 
at seventy dollars a thousand, or for a 
‘dug out,’ in which they can live as do the 
gophers and rattlesnakes. Land, however, 
is cheap and good.” Much of what Mr. 
SLOGAN says is undoubtedly true, though 
he bas given the dark side of the picture. 
Cheap and good land is not always a bieas- 
ing, and there is such a thing as being 
too tar from the railroad.
